Message from the Head of School

elebrating North Shore ‘s 80th 
birthday is a poignant and powerful 
combination of looking both back¬ 
ward and forward. In looking back 
to our beginnings, I came across 
the program from Perry Dunlap Smiths memorial 
service in 1967. Nat French, who headed the School 
then, quoted Francis Parker, an educator who 
influenced our first headmaster: 

“A school is a community Community life is 
indispensable to mental and moral growth. If the 
act of the individual in any way hinders the best 
work of the community, he is in the wrong. The 
highest duty of the individual is to contribute all in 
his power to the best good of all.” Bill Comog, 
who was superintendent of New Trier then, quot¬ 
ed one of Smith’s favorite philosophers, Alfred 
North Whitehead: 

“Knowledge does not keep any better than fish. 

You may be dealing with knowledge of the old 
species, with some old truth; but somehow or 
other it must come to the students, as it were, 
fresh drawn out of the sea and with the freshness 
of its immediate importance” 

Lynn Williams, class of 1925, concluded with 
these words about North Shore’s first leader: 

“His influence lies on all of us who were his students. 
For many, even those who went on to great colleges 
and to graduate study in great universities, the 
most profound educational experience of our lives 
was here. 


Today North Shore is as 
strong as it has ever been. 

Teachers, students, and 
parents share a common 
vision, a sense of purpose 
and pride in our accom- 
plishmehts. As we look to 
tomorrow, the themes that 
thread all the way back 
to our beginnings are 
still strong: the value of 
community, of knowledge 
freshly presented, of learning to know oneself. 
These threads keep the fabric of the School whole 
and connected, but without tying us down. They 
invite us to reach out to the future with new designs 
and new ideas. 

One recent alum, on hearing of the football team’s 
success this year, recalled his experience this way: 

“I find myself looking back with fond memories 
having played for Mac and learning that it truly 
wasn’t winning or losing the game but all about 
pride and respect. The education on and off the 
field was great and readied me for the bigger 
challenges in life. Oh jeez, listen to me, I sound 
like Mac... ” 

Sounds good to me. Pride and respect, community, 
exciting teaching and questioning will certainly 
continue to ready our graduates for the future.

Football Goes to the State Playoffs! 




Coach Jim Deuble’s 76 Raider 
football team made its presence 
known both on and off the 
field during the 1999 season. 
With an impressive season 
record of 8-1, the team made it 
to the State Playoff tournament 
for the first time since 1990. 


Coach Deuble’s philosophy is to “.. .make yourself accountable 
for games and practice, do the best you can, and take the 
opportunity and learn from it.” He stresses that point to his 
players beyond success on the field. 

North Shore met Palmyra Northwestern in the first playoff 
game at home on October 30. In an exciting and spirited game 
that saw a total of more than 1,000 fans in attendance, North 
Shore triumphed over Palmyra 22-12, making it the only team 
from the North Shore still in the playoffs.

T he field hockey team made an impressive appear¬ 
ance in the regional playoffs during the week of 
October 18-22. The regional seeding placed 
North Shore in the toughest pool, requiring three 
J games as opposed to the two that pools A,B, and 
C were required to play According to coach Cindy Hooper, 
“Our three opponents were two teams we had already played 
against and lost to, and another team we hadn’t seen at all.” 

Despite the difficult seed, the team triumphed 2-1 over Antioch 
in game one of the playoffs. Game two, played at home, brought 
another victory to the North Shore girls 3-2 over Stevenson. 
According to coach Hooper, “The win was very important, 
because we were able to move on to sectional play. North Shore 
hadn’t moved on to sectional play since 1996. This had been a 
team goal for the season, and it was wonderful to achieve it.”

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North Shore Stages Timely Inherit the Wind 


T he theatre department presented the fall play, 

Inherit the Wind, on Friday and Saturday, October 
29 and 30. Based on the 1925 Scopes “monkey 
trial,” Inherit the Wind centers around the trial of 
a small town teacher charged with teaching about 
evolution in his biology class after the passing of an anti-evolution 
law by the Tennessee legislature.

While the play focuses on the twelve-day trial that captured the 
nations attention in the 1920s, its relevance today is significant, 
as debate over creationism versus evolution continues in our 
nation’s schools. Recent rulings in Kansas have created a confusing, 
emotionally volatile situation for that State’s more than 300 
school districts. The Chicago Tribune reported on October 24, 1999 
that a similar decision in Illinois was passed two years earlier, 
though it passed without explicit use of the word “evolution” 
and received no media attention or resistance from educators. 


At North Shore, the play became the basis for more than a 
theatrical presentation - it became a tool for interdisciplinary 
teaching and learning. Students took the issues debated in 
“Inherit the Wind” beyond the stage into the classroom. 
Teachers Michael Querio and Kevin Randolph entertained 
and educated students with a historical presentation on the 
music and culture of the 1920s to familiarize them with the 
era. Incorporating themes from the play into his artwork, 
sophomore Patrick Seigel exhibited a bronze statue, based on 
Rodin’s “The Thinker,” of an ape with a human hand placed 
on his forehead.

Turkish Earthquake Victims

emergency housing for Turkish families. 

UMCOR was providing winterized tents as an immediate 
answer to the pressing housing need until teams can begin 
community development and rebuilding projects in the spring 
of 2000. The winterized tents, complete with floor, mattresses, 
cook stove and fuel, can accommodate extended families of up 
to 10 people. 

Linda’s goal was to coordinate an all-school fundraising effort in 
order to collect $1,000 to provide a tent for one family. As she 
reminded colleagues, Habitat for Humanity founder and president 
Millard Fuller was the School’s 1999 Harold H. Hines, Jr. 
Visiting Fellow, so students at all grade levels were well versed 
in the importance of meeting the fundamental need for housing.

O n August 17, 1999 Lower School music 
teacher Linda Kiragibasi and her husband, 
Sedat, were visiting his family in Turkey when 
an earthquake hit the western region of the 
country near the Sea of Maramara. While 
Linda and Sedat, and their family, were unharmed and largely 
unaffected, the devastating quake that killed and injured many 
left more than 
half a million 
people homeless. 


By the time Linda 
arrived back in 
Chicago, she had 
messages waiting 
for her from 
North Shore 
friends, colleagues 
and parents 

asking “How can 
we heln?” Linda Kiragibasi captured some of the devasta- 

” ' tion in Mudanya resulting from the quake. 

After researching the greatest needs and the best way to meet 
those needs, Linda established contact with the United 
Methodist Committee on Relief (UMCOR), an organization that 
has been in Bosnia and Kosovo and that already had a presence 
in Turkey helping families being to rebuild their lives. 


“I think Millard Fuller’s visit showed students that they could 
make a real difference in the lives of others. I wanted students 
to see this as the same kind of opportunity.” 

Lower School students, led by fifth graders, used the theme 
“Let’s Fill Up the House,” to collect spare change that would 
fill a cardboard house they created and placed in the corridor. 
The youngsters stepped up to the challenge, as they asked 
their parents for opportunities to earn money at home doing 
additional chores in order to support the effort. Some students 
even donated money they received as birthday gifts to help 
other children in need. Several parents offered matching gifts, 
meeting their children’s contributions. 

Middle School students researched fundraising opportunities 
before deciding to sell refreshments at all home Middle School 
games. They also received permission to sell refreshments during 
a home Northwestern football game. They donated 100% of 
their profits to the Turkish Relief Fund. 

Upper School students joined in the effort by creating some 
friendly competition between the grades. Each class had a jar to 
fill. Coin donations earned the class points, while paper money 
contributions deducted points from the class total. While many 
students placed nickels, dimes and quarters in their own class 
jar, many more secretly slipped singles, fives, tens and even 
twenties into the jars of other classes. 

By the close of the fundraising effort in October, Linda realized 
that not only would North Shore be able to provide a tent for 
one family of ten, but with donations totaling roughly $3,200, 
the School would help three families of ten with a total of three 
winterized tents. The response exceeded Linda’s wildest expec¬ 
tations. “I’ve been overwhelmed by everyone’s generosity and 
commitment to this effort.” 


Linda hopes to take the fifth graders with her to Northern Trust 
Bank when the funds collected are counted and a check is made 
out to UMCOR. She also hopes to bring a guest speaker to 
School in January who has spent the past several months in 
Turkey helping with the relief effort, and who can give students a 
firsthand account of the very real needs they are helping to solve. 

























North Shore Establishes library for Schoolchildren in Mexico 


I n 1995, North Shore established a relationship with a 
community in Mexico’s southern Sierra Madre mountains 
called Xaaga (sah-gah) when language department chair 
Barbara Castilla began visiting the tiny village of 1,500 
people. Surrounded by caves with ancient paintings and ruins, 
the town of Xaaga is filled with banana, orange, grapefruit, 
pomegranate and lime trees. The people of the town farm and 
weave for a living, and they build their own homes from adobe 
bricks and clay tiles that they make themselves. 

Each time Barbara visits, often with a group of North Shore 
students, she takes boxes of school supplies and clothing donated 
by the North Shore community for the children. In 1997, Barbara 
worked with students to raise funds through donations and 
service projects to purchase badly needed desks for the town’s 
Maria Pino Suarez Elementary School. 


As the relationship between North Shore and the school in 
Xaaga has continued, Barbara and her students have seen first¬ 
hand hand how, as Margaret Mead claimed, “a small group of 
thoughtful, committed citizens really can change the world.” 

This past summer, Barbara set out on perhaps her most ambitious 
mission to date. Along with North Shore librarian, Nancy 
Figel, Barbara spent several weeks in Xaaga building and 
equipping the first-ever library in the town’s school. 

Barbara and Nancy found themselves warmly welcomed by the 
townspeople who hosted them in their homes and held a special 
ceremony in their honor during their visit. With help from the 
townspeople, Barbara and Nancy helped to build shelves and 
create a catalogue system for the more than 250 books donated 
by North Shore students and their families. 



During Interim week in November, Barbara returned once again 
with a group of Upper School students to deliver boxes of 
clothes and stuffed animals. When they arrived, to their surprise, 
the entire town was waiting for them. They were then seated at 

a special table in the 
center of the school’s 
patio beneath a large 
tarp that provided 
shade. After an 
enthusiastic welcome 
and heartfelt thanks 
from the principal, 
the North Shore 
group was treated to 
a special program 
that the children and 
teachers had spent a 
week preparing. 
Dressed in folkloric 
costumes from differ¬ 
ent areas of Mexico, 
children performed

regional dances, recited 
poetry and presented a 
skit. Several students, 
along with members 
of the school board, 
welcomed the North 
Shore contingent and 
expressed deep gratitude 
for the desks, P A. system, 
door and windows, 
supplies, and library 
materials that North 
Shore has provided for 
their school. 

Following the welcoming 
ceremony, each North 
Shore student was hosted 
for lunch by a family 
from Xaaga after which 
they attended a banquet 
prepared by the school 
board. Before Barbara and 
the students left, the townspeople extended an open invitation 
to members of the North Shore community to visit Xaaga, 
where they will be welcomed “with open arms and open hearts.”

As North Shore’s relationship with Xaaga moves forward, Barbara 
and Nancy will continue to collect books to help fill the school’s 
library.

A ^ by the Parents’ Association. Nancy specializes 

in a hands-on approach that combines practical advice with 
anecdotes and entertaining dialogues, and her style was 
appreciated by the more than 100 North Shore parents and 
guests who attended her lecture. 

Author of “ Loving Each One Best: A Caring and Practical 

Approach to Raising Siblings,” “ Loving Your Child is Not Enough,” 
and “ Love and Anger, the Parental Dilemma,” Nancy touched on 
a range of subjects that parents regularly confront in raising 
their children. 

A veteran parent herself, Nancy knows firsthand the difficult 
position parents find themselves in when trying to act as 
disciplinarians. Her bottom line to parents: “lighten up.” She 
expands on her position by offering strategies designed to 
help parents enjoy “familying” much more. Her tips include 
making chores a game that incorporates a child’s naturally 
playful side; laughing with children and appreciating the natural 
silliness in their personalities; abandoning the notion that a 
parent must constantly try to improve his or her children; and 
trying the unexpected, giving consideration to a child’s off-beat 
ideas. She contends that breaking the rules once in a while 
and doing something unexpected can lead to experiences that 
create some of the happiest family memories. 

Most importantly, Nancy tells parents not to be too hard on 
themselves OR their children. With all of the information 
available on how to be a better parent, we can get caught up 
in trying to do everything “right.” Nancy reminds us that if 
we are too earnest and strict, we may sacrifice spontaneity 
and our own unique style of parenting. 

Nancy also offers parents suggestions on how to handle some 
of the very real challenges they .face each day. She points out 
that while it is the job of parents to set limits for their children, 
the goal of children is to break free from those limits at every 
opportunity. She sees many parents falling into the happiness 
trap, and as she says, “desperately trying to coax their children 
into happy compliance,” while other parents err on the other 
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their children’s 

feelings. Nancy Parent educator, author and workshop leader, 

. Nancy Samalin, M.S. 

stresses that a parent 

can empathize with a child’s feelings while still enforcing the 
rules. She also recommends that parents ask themselves a the 
fundamental question “how strongly do 1 really feel about 
this?” so as to avoid arguing, justifying, and back-tracking. 

When situations escalate out of control and a parent reaches 
the boiling point, Nancy helps parents find alternatives to 
“losing it” and saying hurtful things to their children. Her best 
advice involves two four-letter words: exit and wait. Because, 
as Nancy points out, no productive, rational dialogue can take 
place in the heat of the moment, she believes that both parent 
and child need a “time-out” to calm down. When the time 
is right to revisit the issues and talk with the child, Nancy 
recommends using “I” statements rather than “you” statements, 
placing the focus on the parent’s feelings about the child’s 
behavior rather than putting down the child for his or her 
actions. Finally, when parents do lose their temper, Nancy 
stresses the importance of making peace, as children need the 
relief of knowing that an irate parent is capable of feeling love 
for them once again. As she points out, “A simple ‘I’m sorry’ 
and a hug can work wonders.”
